China’s Po et-Warrio r Leav es Ex ile 
To Help Rally Natio n Against J apan

Shanghai (A.P.)— Wu Pei-Fu ,' 
the “poet sold ier,” a name to 
conju re with in China, has come 
ou t of a Bu d d hist monastery to 
assist his old foe, Chiang Kai- 
Shek , in u nify ing China against 
Japan. 
He was, u ntil Marshal Chiang 
d efeated him at Wu chang in 
19 27, a v ery thorn in the flesh 
of the nationalists. He foiight 
them in the field and politically 
and if Feng Yu -Hsiang, the 
“Christian 
general,” 
had 
not 
gone ov er to .the enemy , he 
might hav e carried ou t his plan 
to u nify China by force. 
In those d ay s he was a war­ 
rior whom all China feared and 
respected . When a few d ay s ago 
he su d d enly appeared in Peiping 
as “honored gu est” of Chiang 
Hsiao-Liang, * he ju mped back 
into the head lines of the v ernac­ 
u lar and foreign press. 
Known to be in failing health 
and with, perhaps, only a few 
months to liv e, Marshal Wu may 
become one of the chief rally ing 
names for resistance to Japan­ 
ese aggression. 
Wu is a tall, slend er m an with 
white hand s which are as cap­ 
able with the artist’s bru sh or 
the pen as they are at sk etching 
military plans. He won d istinc­ 
tion in the field of fine arts 
while he was a y ou thfu l stu d ent 
and ind u lged himself in these 
pu rsu its in later y ears as a re­ 
lax ation from his stern d u ties as 
a sold ier.

born 
at Peng-lai, 
prov ince of Shau tu ng, in 1878. A 
licentiate with the d egree of 
Hsu i-Tsai, won by competitiv e 
ex aminatioins, he was persu ad ed 
by relativ es to start a military 
career and was grad u ated from 
the Peiy ang military acad emy at 
Tientsin in 189 8. 
He joined the imperial Chi­ 
nese army bu t when the repu b­ 
lic was established u nd er the 
presid ency of Yu an Shih-Kai in 
19 12, Wu was mad e command er 
of a regiment. 


Presid ent Yu an’s 19 14 plans 
to mak e himself monarch of 
China brou ght a rebellion in 
which Wu won national fame, 
for he pu t d own the u prising 
with su ch thorou ghness that he 
was mad e a m ajor general. 
Then in 19 17 Wu command ed 
the left flank of the repu blic’s 
army when it fou ght an attem pt 
by General Chang Hsu n to re­ 
store the Manchu d y nasty . Wu 
cru shed the foe’s right wing and 
was cred ited with being respon­ 
sible for the d efeat of the mov e­ 
ment. 
In the sou th. Canton, led by 
Dr. Su n Yat-Sen, fou nd er of the 
repu blic, was becoming a seriou s 
menace to the v au lting ambi­ 
tions of Yu an Shih-Kai and Wu 
was pick ed as the m an to break 
Su n’s rising prestige. 
He d id 
this largely by d iplomacy , bring­ 
ing abou t a tru ce in the stru g­ 
gle. 
Yu an’s d eath saw Wu in con­ 
trol of fiv e prov inces and com­ 
mand er of the third d iv ision of 
the old Pek in army . This force 
became embroiled with Chang 
Tso-Lin, father of the recently 
d eposed y ou ng war lord of M an­ 
chu ria, and it was then that 
Feng Yu -Hsiang d eserted Wu ’s 
banner, resu lting in the latter’s 
d efeat. 
Bu t later Wu helped 
Chang beat Feng in 19 26 . 
His real nemesis was Chiang 
Kai-Shek . 
His 19 27 d efeat of 
Wu at Wu chang was so thor­ 
ou gh that it d rov e the artistic­ 
ally mind ed war lord into the 
retirem ent from which he has 
ju st emerged .

EDUCATING PARENTS 
T here is no profession in the world th a t would 
for one day tolerate a m em ber who knew so lit­ 
tle about th e task, as does the average parent, 
declared a representative recently of the Am eri­ 
can Social Hygiene Association. 
T his w orker has declared th a t th e greatest 
sociological need of the world today is the tra in­ 
ing for parenthood, and th a t so m any parents 
fail in th e im p ortant task of th eir fam ily union 
— th a t of bringing up th eir children. 
I 
O ur schools, th e press, and society shun the 
subject of parenthood, and the average young 
couple enter it w ith an ignorance th a t is appall­ 
ing. They are left to learn as best they m ay in 
th e school of experience. 
“If I had my way there w ouldn’t be a school 
or college of higher learning in Am erica th a t 
did not have as one of the required subjects in­ 
cluded in th e curriculum , preparation for p a r­ 
enthood,” th e social worker declared. 
“The average p arents feed, clothe and send 
th e ir children to school, and th ink they are dis­ 
charging th e ir full responsibility. T raining for 
hom e life is fully as im portant as any of these. 
“P arents need not expect children to assum e 
responsibilities a t 15 or 16, unless they are given 
some responsibilities w hen they are quite lit­ 
tle.” she said. “Give youth som ething construc­ 
tive to do, w hether it is p art of the m anagem ent 
of th e house, playground or work.”
